BroGRAPHY OF SamugEL W. ANDERSON, OF THE DistRIcT oF COLUMBIA 


Mr. Anderson was born in La Crosse, Wis., February 6, 1898 He attended 
public schools, graduating from La Crosse High School June 6, 1916. He went to 
Williams College in September 1916, receiving his A. B. degree cum laude in 
June 1920. From July 1918, to January 1919, he served in the United States 
Navy Flying Corps as a cadet pilot Mr. Anderson was honorably discharged to 
return to college before completion of flight traini 

He attended Graduate School of Business Administration, Harvard University 


from September 1920 to June 1922, receiving a master business administration 
degree with distinction. Mr. Anderson was cofounder of the Harvard Business 
Review. At the Harvard Business School, he specialized in corporation financ 


and banking. 

Mr. Anderson entered the employ of Goldman, Sachs & Co. in June 1922 and 
was made a partner in the firm on January 1, 1931, retiring from the 
uary 1, 19382. His experience in the firm covered all phases of the work of : 
investment banking house, especially the issuance of securities to tl 





negotiation of substantial financing transactions, and so forth. From 

1935, Mr. Anderson was an officer and director of a number of investme ; 
the largest of which was the Interstate Equities Corp., of which he was first 
executive vice president, and subsequently president From 1936 to 1938, he 
Was a partner in two firms—Anderson & Allen and Anderson & Conrow \nder- 
son & Allen was engaged in rendering financial advice to investors and investment 
trusts. Anderson & Conrow was e1 Aue d in ¢ rporate reor snization and devel- 
opment projects. From 1938 to 1940, Mr. Anderson was associated with § ar 
Process Corp., an engineering firm specializir e construction of gar 
refineries. It was a subsidiary and associated company of the West Virginia 
Pulp & Paper Co. 

Following a long vacation in Mexico with | family, Mr. Anderson came to 
Washington as the Assistant Director of the Aluminum and Magnesium Divisi 
of the Office of Production Management, in September 1941, and cont ed in 
this position upor the formation of the War Producti Board after Pearl Harbor. 
His duties consisted chiefly of directing Government assistance and prioritl ior 


the very large expansion in the aluminum and magnesium industry undertaken 
during the war. Following the completion of this expansion at the end of 1943 
Mr. Anderson was made Deputy Vice Chairman for Metals and Minerals ler 
the Vice Chairman, Mr. Arthur H. Bunker. In May 1944, he was appointed by 
Mr. C. E. Wilson, executive Vice Chairman of the War Production Board, to be

STATEMENT OF SAMUEL W. ANDERSON, ASSISTANT SECRETARY 
OF COMMERCE-DESIGNATE 


The CuHarrman. In connection with page 2 of this sketch I am 
advised that Mr. Anderson has done a great job in bringing new 
producers into the aluminum field, thus stimulating competition. 

Senator Bricker. What was the nature of the Interstate Equities 
Corp.? 

Mr. Anprerson. It was an investment trust formed in 1929 for 
investment purposes. 

Senator Capenart. Do you own any stock in any companies that 
might prove to be embarrassing to you and your duties? 

Mr. ANperson. Not that I can imagine. Ihave a general portfolio 
of open market securities and some relatively small holdings that stem 
from family companies, one a lumber company. 
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Senator Capenart. They are all in corporations with other stock- 
holders? 

Mr. Anperson. Exactly. 

Senator SMatHerRs. In that portfolio, do you have any large amount 
of stocks in civilian aviation companies or in maritime companies? 

Mr. ANpErRsoN. So far as I recall the list, none whatsoever. 

The CHatrmMan. Any questions, gentlemen? 

Senator ScHorepPEL. For the record, Mr. Anderson, did you get 
into the record briefly what you assumed to be your duties and 
responsibilities? 

Mr. AnpEerson. Yes, Senator. 

‘The orders setting up the office of Assistant Secretary of Commerce 
for International Affairs, I understand, is before you, which is a little 
long, so 1 would not attempt to read it, but in general, it assigns to the 
Assistant Secretary for International Affairs all the responsibilities of 
the Department of Commerce in administering the various obligations 
that it has and in advising the Secretary with respect to international 
matters. 

The Assistant Secretary is the Secretary’s alternate, for example, 
on the NAC and, therefore, has an opportunity for coordinating the 
work of the Department with the other agencies who are represented 
on that council. 

Senator Porrer. What is the NAC? 

Mr. Anprerson. The National Advisory Counci!, which is headed 
by the Secretary of the Treasury and has to do with all policies of the 
United States with respect to foreign transportation. 

The Office of International Trade is my principal responsibility and 
the largest single part of my duties. That administers the Battle Act 
and the Export Control Act of 1946. 

Senator Scnoerprpe.. Many, many of the States in our great Repub- 
lic are interested in what the ramifications of those policies and 
determinations might be. We have great mineral-producing States 
and they are related activities. 

I am sure you would cooperate fully with the States and other 
interests with reference to those things as they might come in conflict 
with some policies which you might determine. 

Mr. ANperson. Certainly I would expect to do that. 

In most instances, I would suspect that that will take the form of the 
individual business interests in the various States. As you say, 
certain of the States have very large mining interests, for example, 
and the individual companies in the mining industry in those States 
will certainly, I am sure, be received always, with great consideration. 

Senator Scnorrpe.. A lot of folks think that some of the policy 
determinations might mean the difference between developing and 
continuing to develop those mining interests and those various de- 
velopments in those areas which again stem back and have some very 
serious impacts on investments as well as labor, and employment of 
labor, is that not true? 

Mr. Anperson. It certainly is. 

Senator ScHorrre.. | am sure you appreciate that delicate re- 
lationship there. 

Mr. Anprrson. I do indeed. I have had some experience with 
that in connection with aluminum and other nonferrous metals and 
there is a very clear necessity in this office, of course, of consulting 
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frequently and actively with the Important industries, in those

International Bank, the Import-lexy ort Bank, and all of our foreign 
expenditures and foreign organizations

The Cuarrman. I hold in my hand a manual of orders, part I, 


issued by the LD partment of Commerce, as of August 4, 2951. 
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Kffective as of that date we find the duties of the Assistant Secre- 
tary of Commerce for International Affairs, and I put that in the 
record at this point. 

SecTION 4, SpecrFic Duties AND RESPONSIBILITIES: 

01. The Assistant Secretary of Commerce for International Affairs shall review 
on behalf of the Secretary and direct all programs and policies with respect to: 

1. All activities affecting international affairs of the Department conducted for, 
on behalf of, or in connection with the Department of State or the Kconomic 
Cooperation Administration or other Government agencies; 

2. The Department’s program of technical assistance abroad, whether con- 
ducted under authority of other departments or under the authority of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce or its constituent units; 

3. The operations of the Office of International Trade, including export control ; 
and 

4. Participation by the Department in international meetings or conferences 
and all representation of the Department in foreign countries. 

02. The Assistant Secretary of Commerce for International Affairs shall review 
with the Under Secretary for Transportation and advise him on the Department’s 
international transportation activities including the inter-American highway and 
the international aviation facilities authorized by the International Aviation 
Facilities Act of 1948. 

03. The Assistant Secretary of Commerce for International Affairs shall serve 
as alternate to the Secretary of Commerce on: 

1. The National Advisory Council on International Monetary and Financial 
Problems; 

2. The Foreign Service Buildings Commission; and 

3. United States National Commission in the Pan American Railway Congress 
Association. 

04. The Assistant Secretary of Commerce for International Affairs shall repre- 
sent the Department on the Advisory Committee on Export Policy, of which he 
shall be Chairman, and the Board of the Foreign Service 

05. The Assistant Secretary of Commerce for International Affairs shall direct 
all activities of the Department arising in connection with the United Nations and 
its subsidiaries and other international organizations. 

06. The Assistant Secretary of Commerce for International Affairs shall super- 
vise and direct the staff of the Advisory Committee on Export Policy and the 
Office of International Trade and shall perform such other duties as are prescribed 
by the Secretary. 


Senator SMATHERS. Do you intend to devote a considerable portion 
of vour time to the Caribbean and South American area? 

Mr. Anperson. The Caribbean area is a source of some of our 
most important materials, such as copper and iron ore and a great 
many consumer products such as coffee. I am sure you are fully 
conversant with the Paley Commission report, which points out that 
we have facing us in the next quarter century some rather severe 
problems with our supplies of natural resources. 

T think South America and that area represents an area where it 
is extremely important for us to cooperate with the governments of 
South America in increasing our trade with them to the extent that 
we can count on larger quantities of some of these essential quantities. 

You are doubtless familiar with the development of iron ore in 
Venezuela, for example, which is very important to us. 

Senator Capenart. What will be your relation to the stockpiling 
program, in your position? 

Mr. Anperson. As far as I know officially, Senator, I do not think 
there is any relation. The stockpiling program of strategic com- 
modities is under the Department of Defense with the consent of the 
Secretary of the Interior. 

Having had some experience in the aluminum siockpiling problem 
I hope that I would have an opportunity to express views from time 
to time, and I have no doubt that I will.

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Senator ButLer. There is an article in the Morning Sun paper, in 
connection with the eyeing of our foreign trade by the NATO countries. 

It has been suggested that we abandon our foreign trade and use our 
merchant marine only on a stand-by basis for defense and let them 
carry all our trade. 

You do not subscribe to that; do you? 

Mr. ANpERsON. No, I do not. That seems to be an extreme idea, 
indeed. 

Senator Burter. You feel we should have a very active and vital 
merchant marine; do you not? 

Mr. Anperson. I think in our own defense we must have a good 
merchant marine. 

Senator Bricker. Our percentage of the shipping has been going 
down in recent months and years. 

Do you think there could be any program by which that percentage 
could be raised more nearly to what it ought to be, commensurate 
with our position in world trade? 

Mr. Anprerson. I would hesitate to comment on that because I 
have not had a chance to study it, Senator Bricker. It is obviously 
something that needs quite a careful examination. 

Senator Bricker. You believe in maintaining a stronger merchant 
marine in this country? 

Mr. Anprerson. Yes, sir, I do. 

The CuarrMan. May I recall your attention to the fact that up in 
the northeastern part of this country, which deserves looking into, 
that there is a fertile field there for improvement. I commend it to 
you. 

Mr. Anpgerson. Thank you, sir. 

Senator SmMaruers. I think Mr. Anderson is a very estimable 
gentleman, but again, may I ask, do you have any investments, 
foreign investments, in your portfolio which might be subject to 
question or which might in some way embarrass you? 

Mr. Anpgrson. I have not the list before me, but as I recall it, 
I own no stocks except those which might have some indirect interest. 
It is possible that some of the companies, a few hundred shares of 
which I own, may have branches abroad or something of that kind, 
but that would be so extremely dilute as to be unimportant. 

Senator SMatHers. Thank you, Mr. Anderson. 

The CHarrMan. I am interested in the types of questions that have 
been asked and I sometimes wonder if the reverse would not be true, 
if the witness could not ask the Senators whether they have certain 
investments in stocks there, whether they would come through with 
clean hands. 

Senator SMatruers. I am sure, Mr. Chairman, any of them would 
be willing to answer any questions anybody would want to ask. 

The CHARMAN. Some would. 

Senator ScHorpPpeL. Most of us have answered them to our elec- 
torate and that is why we are here. 

Senator SMATHERS. Most of us do not make Government contracts, 
either. 

The CHarrnMAN. Some do. 

Now, gentlemen, we will proceed into executive session. Thank 
you for your attendance here.

Mr. Wiiurams. | stem from Welsh parentage on my father’s side 

id English parentage on my mother’s side. My mother came from a 
Quaker family. Upon marrying my father they became Congre- 

ationalists 

Senator Bricker. How did you happen to miss Jackson County, 
Ohio? 

Mr. Witirams. Give me time. 

My father was a civil engineer, graduating from lowa State College 
He practiced first in the Cripple Creek mining area of Celerado and 
then went to Alaska and was identified with the railroad construction 
in that area and at the time of his death he was president of a small 
railroad in California. 

I was born in lowa on a farm in the southern part of the State. I 
erew up as a boy in Denver. The family moved to Seattle in 1909 
and my home has been there almost ever since. I started on high- 
school work in Denver, finished in Seattle, and attended the University 
of Seattle. [went to Washington and graduated there in 1916, having 
taken a chemical-engineering course 

During my 4 vears in school [ was obliged to work my way through 
because my father died at the beginning of my sophomore vear. 

I was identified with the usual run of organizations, I suppose, in 
college activities. I was a member of the Sigma Chi Fraternity | 
was a member of the Phi Beta Kappa; Tau Beta Phi; Phi Lamda 
Upsilon, chemistry; and Phi Delta Kappa, education. 

\fter graduation | taught school for 2 years. | then went into the 
military service in what we now refer to as the Air Service. It was 
an arm of the Signal Corps, at that time. I went through the ground 
school course in Berkeley, Calif. I think the most distinguishing thing 
that I have ever done, if I have ever done anything along that line, was 
at least the thing that I take the greatest pride in, that 1 happened to 
come out as top man in my squadron and that was not done by any- 
thing but plain hard work 

I was transferred to the Chemical Warfare Service, and to Cleveland, 
Ohio, the arsenal there, and | stayed there until the war was over. 

[ maintained the high rank of private first class, and I am very 
proud of that rank. 

Following that, I joined a business firm in Seattle, which was identi- 
fied with heavy forging and the iron manufacturing business. | 
stayed there 2 years, and in 1921 I became identified with the organiza- 
tion which was formed in 1921, and with which I have been associated 
ever since. 
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That organization is known as Continental, Inc. 

As far as my further personal life is concerned, | am married to a 
girl whom I knew in Denver long years ago, Ethel Toby. 

The CHarrMan. That is good judgment and good discrimination. 

Senator Bricker. You are getting along all right. 

Mr. Witutams. I wanted to bring that out and I should say that

We have three children. We have six grandchildren. 

Now as far as my community activities are concerned, I have 
taken an active part in the various affairs of Seattle. I served as 
president of our real estate board and president of our local Mortgage 
Bankers Association. | served as president of our Seattle Com- 
munity Fund, as president of the Seattle Rotary Club, as president 
of the Seattle Chamber of Commerce for two terms. 

In national terms, I served as president of our Mortgage Bankers 
Association, which is a national organization. I happen to be a 
member of the International YMCA Board. 

I think that perhaps covers it. 

In 1950 I became a candidate for public office. Iran for the United 
States Senate. [I won in the primaries and was defeated by a man 
named Warren G. Magnuson in the finals. 

Senator Bricker. It takes a good man to defeat vou, does it not? 

Mr. Wiiuiams. That is exactly right. 

In the following year I became chairman of our State Republican 
committee. That is in 1951. In 1952 I got drafted last March to 
become a factor in the Eisenhower campaign and that came to a head 
on November 4, successfully. 

The CHarrMan. He won, did he not? 

Mr. Wriitams. According to the latest report I think that was 
the answer. 

Further, on my business activities, our main company is known as 
Continental, Inc., It is a mortgage banking firm. In that connec- 
tion, as a mortgage banking firm we represent various insurance com- 
panies in the lending of their money in the Seattle and Washington 
State area. We have four associate or affiliated companies of lesser 
consequence, the main part of our business activity being Continental, 
Ine. 

In addition to our mortgage banking activities, we participate in 
property management and insurance, real-estate management and 
kindred lines. 

I think that sums it up. 

Senator Maanuson. Mr. Chairman, | have to leave for another 
hearing, but as I say, I am the only Democrat here this morning but 
I think I can speak for all of them; that we think, and I think, Mr. 
Williams is well qualified for this particular job. 

In all seriousness, of course, I have known Mr. Williams for years, 
and he is a man of high integrity and good repute in our community. 
I think with his business experience and the energy he possesses, 
that he will make a fine Under Secretary of Commerce. 

The CHarrmMan. Are there any questions of the gentleman? 

Senator Porrrer. Did you ever attend the old Ohio State University 
aviation class? 
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Mr. Witurams. No; I did not get to that one. I went to the 
University of California and I was told that when I came back to the 
Chemical Warfare Service | might be switched down to Dayton. 
I never made the grade, however. 

Senator MaGnuson. If I may be excused, I have to keep busy 
on this thing, and thank you. I must leave now. 

Senator GriswoLp. The only thing you are ashamed of is that 
you became candidate for Senator, is that correct? 

Mr. WituiraMs. I am not ashamed of that. 

Senator Bricker. Does the university still own the buildings 
downtown? 

Mr. Witutiams. Yes. That lease, Senator Bricker, expires in 1954, 
and they are now in process of working out arrangements whereby 
someone—that someone has not yet been determined—someone or 
some organization—will probably operate the property for the 
University of Washington. 

Senator Bricker. It was a wonderful arrangement. 

Senator ScnHorpret. Mr. Williams, what will be your official 
functions in this Department? 

Mr. Wituiams. I think, Senator, the best way to answer that is 
to simply read this brief statement which is a part of the Department 
Order No. 27, April 7, 1949. Section 2 says: 

DuTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE UNDER SECRETARY 

Section 1. The Under Secretary of Commerce, as provided by law, shall 
perform the duties of the Secretary of Commerce as Acting Secretary: 

1. In ease of the absence or sickness of the Secretary; and 

2. Until a successor is appointed, in case of the vacancy of the position of 
secretary 

Section 2. The Under Secretary shall serve as the principal deputy of the 
Secretary in all matters affecting the Department of Commerce and shall exercise 


general supervision over its several bureaus and offices. In addition, he shall 


perform such other duties as the Secretary may from time to time assign. 

Senator ScHoEPPEL. In the discharge of your responsibility, coming 
from a State that you have represented in so many various capacities, 
you realize that it is always wholesome to work very closely in connec- 
tion with the local State governments and with their problems as they 
relate to the problems and determinations made in your Department, 
and you will do that, will you not? 

Mr. Wiuurams. I certainly believe in that and it is basie in my 
philosophy of life in government. 

Senator ScHoEPPEL. I am glad to hear you say that. 

Senator Bricker. You are really the First Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce, that is what it amounts to? 

Mr. WiuurtaMs. Yes. I would interpret that as meaning more or 
less that the Under Secretary is more or less the alter ego of the 
Secretary. 

The CuarrMan. What I said to Mr. Murray applies to you as well. 
Any time you care to come to us for suggestions or criticisms we will 
be glad to advise you. That is what we are here for. 

Senator SmaruErs. I did not hear Mr. Williams’ earlier testimony. 
I assume you have already made some statement of the fact that you 
do not know of any reason why any of the things that you own or any 
of the things that you have done would make it embarrassing to you 
to serve as Assistant Secretary of Commerce? 
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Mr. WiuuraMs. I know of none whatever, no, sir. 

Senator SMATHERS. You have no financial interest which would 
make it embarrassing for you to serve in this job? 

Mr. Witurams. I know of none. Now let me speak frankly on this 
point. You, after all, must be the judges. I have considered this and 
discussed it with others. We do not do any business with Government 
in any way, shape or form, the Defense Department or any other 
department. 

In our mortgage banking business, we do deal in FHA and VA loans 

The CuarrMan. Do you mean FNMA? 

Mr. Wituiams. Yes; we sell to FNMA. I was thinking of the 
articles of sale. 

The CuarrMaNn. Are you a corporation? 

Mr. Wiuuiams. Yes. 

Senator Bricker. The Under Secretary has no direct relationship 
with the Department of Commerce? 

Mr. Wiuiiams. None that I know of. 

Senator CapeHArtT. And your company is a corporation and has 
other stockholders? 

Mr. WiuutaAMs. Yes, sir, and I have resigned from the board. 

Senator Capenart. From the board and as an officer? 

Mr. WiuuiaMs. I have taken leave of absence as president of the 
company. 

Senator SmarueErs. I think that statement you have made is emin- 
ently satisfactory but may I ask you this: Do you have a lot to do 
with civilian aviation? Do you have jurisdiction over civilian 
aviation and have you had experience in that field? 

Mr. Wiuuiams. I would not Say experience in the sense probably 
that you have in mind. Before you came in I believe I indicated that 
in the First World War I first enlisted in what was the Air Service, 
which was a branch of the Signal Corps at that time, and was in the 
Ground Service. I did then get transferred to the Chemical Warfare 
Service. Having flown some quarter of a million miles in commercial 
planes I would not say I have any connection with the business. 

Senator SmatHeErs. | would not say that would be necessary to 
fulfill the job properly but I just wondered if you had technical expe- 
rience. 

Mr. Wituiams. In the sense you mean, no, sir, | have not. 

Senator Bricker. Have you been back to Nela Park? 

Mr. Winuiams. Many times. 

Senator Bricker. Is it not an amazing place? 

Mr. WiuuraMs. Yes, sir; indeed it is.

STATEMENT OF ROBERT B. MURRAY, JR., UNDER SECRETARY OF 
COMMERCE FOR TRANSPORTATION-DESIGNATE 


Mr. Murray. I was born in 1911 in Maryland. I went to prep 
school in Pennsylvania, at Mercersburg, and then went to college at 
Harvard, from which I graduated in 1934. 

| came back to Maryland and worked for 1 year in an investment 
banking firm in Baltimore and shortly after that I was offered a job 
in New York and worked for Tucker Anthony & Co., who were mem- 
bers of the stock exchange 

The Cuarrman. They are a good firm. I have known them for 50 
years. 

Mr. Murray. They are in Boston, New Bedford, and New York. 

After that, I went with the New York Trust Co. in New York until 
the war, and in late 1941 I was called into the Air Force where I served 
through the early part of 1946. 

I came out of the Air Force as a colonel. I then was asked to come 
into Pennsylvania to head up an organization known as the Pennsyl- 
vania Economy League, which is a privately fmanced organization 
devoting its full time and activity to governmental problems, working 
for economy and efficiency at all levels of the State government. It 
is the largest organization of its kind in the country. I have been 
working there constantly since 1946.

I was 
deputy commanding officer of the 512th Troop Carrier Wing. 

Other than that, sir | would be happy to answer any other questions. 

The CHarrmMan. Are you married? 

Mr. Murray. Yes, sir. 

The Cuarrman. How many children have you? 

Mr. Murray. None. 

The CHarrMAN. I am sorry for vou. 

The penchant that you gained for economies will carry over into 
this administration, will it not? 

Mr. Murray. It certainly will. 

Senator Bricker. We hope so. 

Mr. Murray. It will as far as I am concerned. 

Senator Burier. Is this task force you referred to Dr. Bob John- 
son’s group? 

Mr. Murray. No, Senator; but I worked with Bob Johnson’s 
group on the big Hoover Commission. This is the Little Hoover 
Commission, now working in the State of Pennsylvania, which we 
have been working o1 constantly and almost with all of our resources 
for the last 6 months. 

Senator Butter. I see that you married one of the Levering 
family. They are very well known to me. 

Mr. Murray. Yes, sir. She is a good girl 

Senator Carpenarr. Just what are your duties as Under Secretary? 
Your title is ‘Under Secretary of Commerce for Transportation.” 
Just what does that consist of? 

Mr. Murray. Under the Reorganization Act of 1921, the Under 
Secretary of Transportation is set up to advise with the Secretary on 
policy matters having to do with transportation, to exercise such 
supervision over the agencies that are in the Department as the 
Secretary may give to the Under Secretary. 

Senator Bricker. You have no regulatory authority over any 
transportation of any kind or character. 

Mr. Murray. No, sir; I neither have any nor do I care to have any. 

Senator CAPEHART. Do you have any specific duties? 

For example, vou will have charge of all transportation; is that 
correct, as it applies to the Secretary’s Office? 

Mr. Murray. The Secretary has the transportation; the Reorgani- 
zation Act gives to him the responsibility of giving me whatever 
duties he wants to, having to do with transportation. 1 assume, if he 
did not want to have me work with the Maritime Administration, he 
would so tell me, and I would not do so. 

Senator Capenart. That might well include Maritime, the rail- 
roads, CAA, CAB, the Bureau of Public Roads, and the whole trans- 
portation system. 

Mr. Murray. Yes.

The CHAIRMAN. a ave you a salary in any corporation, now? 

Mr. Murray. No, si 

The CHAIRMAN. Noi income from a corporation? 

Mr. Murray. No, sir; | resigned 3 days ago 

The Cnarrman. Have you any stocks? 

Mr. Murray. I sold my Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe, which 
almost killed me. 

Senator MaGnuson. I would like to clarify this in the light of the 
questioning of Senator Capehart. 

You will recall, Mr. Murray, approximately 24 years ago this com- 
mittee made a long inquiry into all the merchant-marine problems 
facing the Nation, particularly postwar. 

Mainly, the result of that inquiry, and also a recommendation of the 
Hoover report which you will also recall, was that the Maritime Com- 
mission was abolished and the Maritime Administration and Board 
were set up. 

All of the basic law of the ICC is quite specific as to the duties of the 
Under Secretary or the Seer tary of Commerce in relation to that 


transportation. The same applies to the CAA 
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The Reorganization Act in regard to the Maritime Board was not as 
clear as it should be. Therefore on April 14, 1950, as chairman of the 
Subcommittee on Merchant Marine and Fisheries of this committee, I 
wrote to the then Secretary of Commerce, Mr. Sawyer, and asked for 
a clarification of his views as to the aspects of this transfer to the 
Maritime Board. 

He wrote me a letter which you will find in the hearings on the 
nominations for the Maritime Board in which he clarifies in his 
mind what would be the functions of the Board and the functions 
of the job you are about to take. 

In that letter, with which we have all agreed—incidentally it has 
worked very satisfactorily. I asked Mr. Weeks about it here the 
other day and he said insofar as he knew he had no intention of 
changing these functions. He sets forth that the Maritime Board 
itself should continue to exercise its regulatory powers, not subject 
to a change or review by you, or the Secretary of Commerce; that, 
on the question of the award of subsidies or termination of subsidies 
and matters related to subsidies, the same autonomy of authority 
would continue within the Board but that there would be relegated 
to the Secretary of Commerce and yourself, as a matter of policy, 
the question of maybe the establishment of new trade routes, or 
broad policy. 

Now, I assume that it would be pretty hard for you to answer 
right now whether you intended to follow out this so-called rule laid 
down by the then Secretary in regard to these two authorities, but I 
do wish that you would take a good look at it because we have found— 
those of us interested in maritime matters, including the then Secre- 
taries and all factions of maritime industry—that this has worked 
very well with the Maritime Board. 

There has been no conflict in the functions between the two. I 
would mention that letter of April 14, 1950, which sets this forth 
very clearly and decisively. It sets forth the duties as it relates to 
Maritime. 

[ do not think you will find any trouble on the other phases of 
transportation because the basic laws are quite clear and there is a 
lot of precedent, but this is new and was just starting. 

[ wanted to recommend that. 

Mr. oe: Thank you. 

The CuarrMan. I might say to you, Mr. Murray, that in my 
judgment you are going to work with one of the finest American 
citizens, Sinclair Weeks. They do not make them any finer 

Mr. Murray. He is a fine man. 

The CuarrMan. When you are confirmed on the job, I want you 
to feel that we are here as elder brothers of you, and anytime you 
come to us with your problems we will be glad to give you a hearing 
and will stand behind you. 

Mr. Murray. I would want to do that to a great extent. 

The CHarrMan. Are there any other questions? 

Senator Porrer. I sincerely hope that in your new position you 
will have someone take the time to compile the various statistics 
that are available, in various agencies of Government. A great deal 
has been done by the Department of Commerce compiling the statis- 
tics now available relating to travel. 
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There are many private agents who would like to use those statistics. 
They are scattered all over the various branches of the executive 
department, and I think it should be in one place. I think it would 
be a small job to just compile what is already available for you in 

various private agencies or public agencies that would desire to use 
those statistics. 

Mr. Murray. Senator Potter, I think a study of that sort has been 
under way for some time, and I think it was discovered that some 876 
reports on transportation are being made now by some 40 different 
offices. I think that could be made available very fast. 

Senator ScnorpreL. Mr. Murray, I notice that you say that in 
doing some work for the Economy League—of course, that had to do 
with your then State activities of Pennsylvania. 

What is your attitude toward working with the State governments 
and State commissions that might have a corresponding, like authority 
in each of their States? 

Mr. Murray. I am not quite clear, Senator Se hoe »ppel. 

Senator ScHorppeL. For instance, we have various State com- 
missions in our respective States that are divided up somewhat like 
you might divide up your activities and your work where you could 
be helpful in working with them. 

In other words, would you work from this national level in your 
responsibilities with the State groups and with the State governments 
on this thing? 

Mr. Murray. I would certainly hope to. I feel very strongly about 
the efficiency and how well the States are able to handle their own 
problems. I would hope to work with them in helping them solve as 
many of their own problems as possible. 

Senator ScHorePpPre.. I noticed one of your responsibilities will be 
determination with the Secretary and other members of your Com- 
mission on trucking problems and trucking policies. 

Most of the States are pretty definitely interested in that through 
their regulatory bodies and through their governors, and governors 
appoint commissions to look into some of those things. 

We have great disparities between certain rules and regulations, 
and I want to be sure to get it in the record that it would be your desire 
to be of most helpful assistance to the State regulatory bodies and 
commissions the governors might set up on those things. Is that 
your idea? 

Mr. Murray. That is absolutely correct. I think the States could 
do a great many things better than the Federal Government can do 
them, and I would like to help them do it wherever that can be done. 

Senator ScHoreprEL. I happen to be one who believes in a maximum 
at the State level and a minimum on the Federal level. 

How do you feel about the duplications and the unnecessary em- 
ployees that you have up there? Would you practice some of the 
economies that you suggested to the State of Pennsylvania if you saw 
they are there, and recommend them to the Se cretary and maybe to 
the Congress? 

Mr. Murray. Senator, I do not see how you could work as hard as 
I have done for the last 7 years and not be expected to bring the same 
philosophy down here. I certainly would think that I would do just 
that. 
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Senator Scnorrrec. I have been informed that you would do just 
that, and [ wanted to get it into the record because I think we have a 
great need of that very thing, eliminating a lot of duplication and 
overlapping that probably would be less nenieenas from the standpoint 
of inquiring Congressmen and State officials as well. 

I think that is one thing that is pretty paramount 

Mr. Murray. I just do not believe in waste, and I have worked 
pretty hard for 6 years, and I think rather successfully, in the State of 
Pennsylvania to bring about a higher degree of efficiency and economy, 
and | would expect to do the same thing here. 

Senator Scuorppe.. Thank you, sir. 

The CuarrmMan. Are there any other questions of the gentleman? 

Senator Bricker. I do not think the Department of Commerce 
has been guilty of this to any extent, but there has been a constant 
effort on the part of many independent boards and commissions to 
invade the province of States in various degrees. Of course, you will 
be working constantly with them. I am rather gratified at what you 
say that you feel the States have a proper place and function in this 
whole system of government and that what they can do they ought to 
do without invasion or without interference, 

Mr. Murray. That is right. 

Senator ex KeR. | refer to the level of the Federal Government. 
In your coordinating authority, which you really have in this position, 
you might be of great help. 

Mr. Murray. I do not believe the Federal Government should do 
things that private interests can do. 

The CuarrmMan. We thank you for coming before us. You are 
excus d now and do not be too apprehensive about the results.
